WASHINGTON — Halfthe American men required to 
pay child support deliver less than ordered, and one- 
fourth pay their ex-wives nothing at all, the Census Bu- 
reau said Thursday. Men are more likely to pay if they 
have the right to visit their kids. 

“In some cases, there probably is a genuine inability to 
come up with the necessary funds,” 
Virginia’s social services commissioner and head of the 
American Public Welfare Association’s task force on child- 
support enforcement. 

“But there are cases where men just flat leave,” he said. 
“They don’t want to pay. They’re angry at their spouse. 
Often they couch this in terms of, ‘If I can’t see my chil-

joint custody paid. ‘Fewer than half those without such 
rights paid support. 

A little more than half of the fathers without custody 
had the right to visit their children in 1990. Fewer than 
one in 10 had joint custody. 

Fathers were also more likely to pay if they lived in the 
same state as the mother. 

“The easiest way to avoid paying your child support is to 
go someplace else, to go across state lines,” Jackson said. 

But a fathers’ rights activist said Jackson’s explanation 
ignored the hardship that child-support payments can 
cause fathers who don’t make much money. 

“Payments are too high. They can’t be paid in full,” said 
Paul Robinson, president of the Virginia chapter of Fa- 
thers United for Equal Rights.

Each day the BYU grounds crew 
brings a couple of gallons of gasoline 
to the campsite, which is used to fuel 


the generator that provides power to 
the lights, said Julie Egbert, 22, a 
nursing major from Spokane, Wash., 
who serves as the club’s Sergeant-at- 
arms. 

The ‘Y’ remains lit each night until 
the gas in the generator runs out, she 
said. 

“Intercollegiate Knights some- 
times skip classes, leave work and 
make other sacrifices to guard and 
light the ‘Y’,” Anderson said. 

“That’s why we were mad about 
Monday. One member missed class 
and one missed work, then the lights 
weren’t even there.” 

Anderson said the ‘Y’ is endan- 
gered not only by pranksters from 
other schools, but by other BYU 
clubs.

Thomas, Hill and Senate 
set for harassment hearings

WASHINGTON — The Senate set 
the stage Thursday for the showdown 
between Clarence Thomas and the 
woman accusing him of sexual harass- 
ment with his Supreme Court nomi- 
nation at stake. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
subpoenaed witnesses while Republi- 
can and Democratic members negoti- 
ated over whether Thomas or his ac- 
cuser, Oklahoma law professor Anita 
F. Hill, would be questioned first 
when the hearings begin Friday. 

“He knows it’s been terribly dam- 
aging, but he wants to do what he can 
to clear this cloud off his character,” 
said Sen. Orrin G. Hatch, R-Utah, 
who will act as Thomas’ chief Senate 
defender in the hearings. 

Hill spent Thursday consulting 
with her quickly-formed legal team, 
said Louise Hilsen, a publicist re- 
tained to be her spokeswoman during 
the hearings. 

“T support him 100 percent,” said 


President Bush. 

He added, “I’m simply not going to 
inject myself into what’s going on in 
the Senate.” 

The panel could hear testimony 
through the weekend before the Sen- 
ate votes at 6 p.m. Tuesday on the 
troubled nomination. 

Two witnesses to whom Hill once 
told her allegations of sexual harass- 
ment were among those subpoenaed 
to testify, said sources familiar with 
the arrangements. 

Susan J. Hoerchner, who grad- 
uated from Yale Law School in 1980 
with Hill, has told investigators that 
Hill once confided to her that she had 
been sexually harassed at the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commis- 
sion, said sources, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

Joel Paul, an American University 
law professor, another witness, has 
told investigators that when Hill in- 
terviewed in 1987 for a teaching posi- 
tion she said she left EEOC because 
she had been sexually harassed. 


Temporary construction 
to slow traffic in library

Beginning Monday, the south en- 
trance/exit of the Harold B. Lee Li- 
brary will be closed approximately a 
week to 10 days for the installation of 
new doors, said Sterling Albrecht, 
university librarian. 

“This will affect students because 
the corridor through the library is a 
crossroads on campus, and the stu- 
dents are going to have to walk 
around,” said Larry Ostler, assistant 
university librarian for personnel. 

“Many students go through the li- 
brary to cool off or warm up, but it 
doesn’t look like a major inconve- 
nience to me,” Ostler said. “It’s not 
far around the side of the building.” 


The doors on the south side of the 
library have simply worn out, Ostler 
said. 

Brent Harker, assistant director of 
public communications, said the doors 
are not working correctly due to 
metal fatigue. “The doors have 
started to hang down, scrape the floor 
and not hang properly,” Harker said. 

There will also be an added en- 
trance for the handicapped, Harker 
said. 

The decision to replace the doors 
was made by the Physical Plant, 
which conducts regular maintenance 
checks, Ostler said. 

The current doors at the south end 
of the library have been there for ap- 
proximately 20 years, Harker said. 
“We expect the new doors to last 20 
years or more.”

Indians using pesticide pill for suicide 


NEW DELHI, India — An alarming number of Indians are committing 
suicide by eating an 8-cent pesticide tablet that spews lethal gas inside the 
stomach. Doctors worry that the tablet has made death easy in India. 

“Instead of being used, it is unfortunately being misused by humans,” said 
Avinash Rajvanshi, a leading toxicologist. 

Social workers blame the easy availability of the aluminum phosphide 
pesticide, or ALP, which is meant to be sprinkled over sacks of grain. It is 
supposed to be sold only to government granaries, agriculture departments 
and approved pest-controllers. 

But the chemical has regularly found its way into the hands of people who 
misuse it, usually unauthorized retailers, said Rajvanshi, who is with the 
National Institute of Criminology and Forensic Science. 

He said 10 to 15 percent of all suicides in villages are believed caused by ALP 
poisoning. There have been no studies of the suicides or figures kept of total 
deaths by the poison. 

Social and medical workers say only stricter controls on the sale of the 
pesticide can prevent more deaths because the government has refused to ban 
it. 

The government says halting its use would deprive its warehouses of one of 
the best available pesticides — two pills can protect up to a ton of stored grain 
from ravenous insects. 


Baker expects disruption of peace efforts 


WASHINGTON — Secretary of State James A. Baker III said Thursday 
‘ he expected terrorists and extremists to try to disrupt his drive to set up a 
Middle East peace conference this month. 

Baker said “highly classified information” led him to the conclusion, but he 
provided no details in his remarks to reporters before a meeting with four 
Palestinian Arabs. 

Baker is scheduled to fly to the Middle East on Saturday night to try to 
arrange an October peace conference. 

“As we get closer and closer to the end of October,” he said, “I think that 
there will be ..: a tendency on the part of rejectionists and extremists across 
the region to take actions designed to disrupt the possibility of peace.” 

Baker said he did not want to suggest that Wednesday’s takeover by Jewish 
settlers of six Arab homes in Hast Jerusalem was the kind of incident he had in 
mind. He said he agreed with Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, who 
called the action mistaken. 


Yugoslav army promises withdrawal 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands — Yugoslavia’s army agreed in principle 
_ Thursday to withdraw from Croatia within a month, and Croat militants 

pledged to lift their blockades of army barracks in the secessionist republic. 

At the same time, the combatants agreed to negotiate a political settlement 
. to the civil war that would address the grievances of the Serb minority in 
_ Croatia, said Dutch Foreign Minister Hans van den Broek, who announced the 

agreement. ° 

Van dén Broek spoke after five hours of talks with the leaders of Croatia, 
Serbia and the federal military at a European Community-led peace confer- 
ence in The Hague. 

The accord appeared to offer the best chance yet of halting the 3 !/2-month- 
-old civil war.in Croatia, which has pitted Croat militants against ethnic Serb 
’ guerrillas supported by Serbia and the Serb-dominated federal army. 

It was unclear whether the latest peace agreement would be observed by 
: fighters in the battlefield: 

More than 600 people are known to have died since June 25, when Croatia 

and Slovenia declared independence.

“The reason for the study was to 
improve our understanding of the ef- 
fects of particulate pollution on res- 
piratory health. A good understand- 
ing of these effects is essential in 
developing good public policy in re- 
gard to protecting health and wel- 
fare,” Pope said. 

The study, “Respiratory Health 
and PM-10 Pollution: A Daily Time 
Series Analysis,” is the first Pope has 
had published by the association. He 
has had four other studies dealing 
with the health effects of pollution 
published in scientific periodicals. 

Citing the study as an important 
step, Pope said, “Studies I have pub- 
lished up to date have dealt with hos- 
pitalizations. This study directly ob- 
serves a specific measure of lung 
function as well as respiratory sys- 
tems.” 

Pope said research for the study 
was conducted in Utah Valley. PM-10 
levels were obtained from the State of 
Utah, which measured air pollution 
levels in Lindon, Orem and Provo. 
Measures of lung function were 
recorded by participants using a small 
instrument that calculates an individ- 
ual’s peak expiatory flow, he said. 

Pope’s study is not alone in corre- 
lating the effects of PM-10 levels with 
adverse health effects. A spokesman 
for the association said a Philadelphia 
based study “... showed that deaths 
from lung and heart disease increased 
as daily particulate pollution in- 
creased. Moreover, the increase in 
mortality was noted at pollution lev- 
els well within federal guidelines.” 

Pope said, “The study is not di- 
rected at (Geneva Steel). Their asso- 
ciation with the study comes simply 
from the fact that they are the pri- 
mary contributor of PM-10 pollution 
in Utah Valley.” 

Pope said he conducts research and 
does analysis with the intent to pub- 
lish his findings in national and inter- 
national journals. “It’s very clear that 
in order to protect our health we need 
to know who is effected, how they’re 
effected, what constituents of PM-10 
are most toxic and at what levels are 
these effects observed,” he said.

: Nevada, Idaho, Arizona, Wyoming, 
California, New Mexico and almost 
every county of Utah began attend- 
ing the Academy. 
# As recorded in the book by Ed 
; Butterworth, “Brigham Young Uni- 
i versity: 1, 000 Views of 100 Years,” 
Karl G. Maeser, second principal of 
the academy, found “the premises 
inadequate, the facilities limited, 
students few in number and oorly 
prepared, and financial conditions 
exceedingly discouraging” when he 
first opened the school in 1876. 

A considerable challenge for 
Maeser was dealing with students 
who drank, smoked and acted like 
hoodlums. 

The principal and professors han- 
dled the problem by starting school 
fat 8:45 a.m., instituting daily wor- 
| ship assemblies, grading the 
| classes, demanding discipline and 
courtesy and inspiring students in 
their studies. Later, pupils became 
scholars, which helped add to the 
faculty of the Academy. 

On Jan. 27, 1884, a fire of un- 
known causes burned the entire 
Lewis Building, which was the 
| home of the Academy at the time. 

« Even though this was a sad and 
* challenging experience for the 
Academy, many members of The 
| Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
| day Saints felt it created an opportu- 
| nity for a new building to house the 
| Academy; which was eventually 
Q completed i in the fall of 1891, accord- 
| ing to the book edited by Wilkinson.

BYU student flees Kuwait, 
held by Iraqis in Gulf War

Last November, while most BYU 
students entertained thoughts of up- 
coming finals, the approaching ski 
‘season or the possibility of a Cougar 
Heisman Trophy winner, one BYU 
. student was thinking about surviving 
in the Middle Hast. 

Amira Al-Dashti, a freshman from 
Kuwait majoring in public relations, 
and her father were avoiding Iraqi 
soldiers in the desert between Kuwait 
- City and the Saudi Arabian border. 

Al-Dashti’s flight from her home in 
Kuwait began on Nov. 27. 

Before her escape, Iraqi soldiers 
captured and detained her before tak- 

‘ ing all of her possessions and releas- 
ing her. 

“There were tanks everywhere,” 
Al-Dashti said, “and when they 
caught you they would take your 
passports, driver’s licenses, tapes, 
letters, money, gold and your car if 
they liked it.” All of these items were 
placed in trucks and sent north to 
Traq. 

After Al-Dashti was released, she 


continued her flight until she and her 
father arrived in Saudi Arabia where 
they stayed for one week before mov- 
ing to the United Arab Emirates. Af- 
ter seven months away from her 
home and family, Al-Dashti returned 
home following the liberation of 
Kuwait. 

Before her successful escape from 
occupied Kuwait, Al-Dashti experi- 
enced the sights and sounds of the 
Iraqi invasion that she describes as 
confusing. “I had no idea why they 
were doing what they were doing. I 
have relatives from Iraq. It was like 
being attacked by family,” Al-Dashti 
said. “It was the first time I’d ever 
heard the sound of bombs. There was 
fire everywhere,” she said. 

Al-Dashti said she has not felt se- 
cure since the invasion and added, 
“Tl never feel secure again.” 

Before her escape, Iraqi troops 
searched Al-Dashti’s home three 
times, destroying copies of informa- 
tion her family had printed and dis- 
tributed to neighbors. The copies in- 
structed neighbors on what to do 
during chemical warfare.

Since the materials used to con- 
struct BYU’s ‘Y’ were first hauled to 
the base of Y Mountain in 1906, the 
painting, lighting and materials used 
to construct and maintain the ‘Y’ have 
changed drastically. 

When the ‘Y’ was first constructed, 
students stood in a zigzag line eight 
feet apart that stretched from the 
bottom of the trail to the site of the 
‘y’. The first person took a bag of 
lime, rocks or sand and passed it on to 
the next person, 

The first ‘Y’ was composed of a thin 
coat of lime powder that needed con- 
stant repair. In the years that fol- 
lowed, students added layers of rock 
to the surface, 20,000 pounds of sand 
and cement to form a rim around the 
letter and blocks, or serifs, trans- 
forming it into the emblem we see 
today. 

Until 1972 students and faculty 
members formed bucket brigades in 
order’ to. whitewash the ‘Y’. The 
whitewashing was an all-day project 
that took hundreds of people. Now, a 
helicopter transports the whitewash

“People were just happy to hear 
someone just say thanks without ask- 
ing for something more,” Mibey said. 

Mibey, who lost his chance to be an 
Olympic competitor due to an injury 
sustained in his run across America, 
said it was hard not to be able to run 
anymore, but it was worth it. 

“Success is not being rich, it’s what 
you do with people,” Mibey said. 

Today, Mibey continues his sincere 
and heart driven efforts to help his 
people back in Kenya and throughout

He was then admitted to the Mas- 
ters program in international rela- 
tions and is currently finishing his 
thesis. 

“Kip is the most dedicated person I 
have ever met,” said Valerie Hudson, 
director of Graduate Studies at the 
Kennedy Center. “Because of that 
dedication, he will succeed at any- 
thing he wants to do.” 

Mibey credits his mother when it 
comes to recognizing his dedication 
and sincerity. “My mother raised me 
well. She was tough on me. 

“When I came to America I 
promised my mother that I would 
come back,” Mibey said. 

“My mother believed me, but my 
father wasn’t so sure. He wanted me 
to stay home, get married and work 
on the farm with him.” 

When marriage came up Mibey just 
smiled from ear to ear and said, “My 
brothers back in Kenya will set me up 


, with a few ‘options’ upon my return to 


my family.” In Kenya, to be consid- 
ered responsible, a person needs to be 
married, he said. 

“I think the whole thing is how 
you're brought up, we were always 
very family oriented,” Mibey said. “I 
just wish my mother were here to see 
me and to see how hard I am work- 


“He has had to work extremely 
hard,” Hudson said. “The language 
barrier (Mibey’s native tongue is 
Swahili), his injury, and his family’s 
poverty have been very difficult trials 
in his life. 

“Kip is also the first recipient of the 
Kennedy. Center’s ‘Most Outstand- 
ing, Dedicated, Inspiring Student of 
the Year Award,” Hudson said. “I 
don’t know if there will be a second 
recipient.” 

In a letter written to the Kennedy 
Center in appreciation for the award, 
Mibey said, “Although it might not be 
the Nobel Peace Prize, it is an exten- 
sion of the encouragement, love, and 
education I get from this center and 
from the people of BYU. 

“Every day, as I walk on campus 
and look at each individual with honor 
and love, I wish that I could tell each 
of you that I support you in whatever 
you do. God bless you. 

“If I had but one more gift to re- 
ceive for the rest of my life it would be

ceive my masters,” Mibey said. 

Mibey is currently working on a 
project that involves inviting stu- 
dents of all majors to return to Kenya 
with him next spring to aid in educat- 
ing his people in his effort of finding a 
long term solution to many of his peo- 
ple’s problems.

count, seventy-three built-in shelves 
in the house, from the living room, 
through the kitchen, and into the two 
bedrooms; shelves were every- 
where.

seemed lifeless and empty. 

My newlywed decorating dilemma 
was quickly dismissed as the baby 
came and life was swept away into a 
sea of new emotions, smells, and sen- 


Bf sations. Visitors streamed through 


our home to see our little blessing. 

One visitor in particular, Carma 
DeJong Anderson, was thrilled with 
the baby, but equally thrilled with our 
home. 

After the baby went to sleep and 
we had slipped out of the nursery into 
the living room, Carma exclaimed, 
“Do you know whose home you are 
living in?” The question was obvi- 
ously rhetorical because she allowed 
no opportunity for me to answer. 
“Anna Boss Hart’s,” she said, “a 
great lady. She taught at BY High 
just up the street, as well as at BYU. 
She was the most influential teacher 
in my life. She died just a few years 
ago... She was a great woman.” 

Those were the first words I heard 
of Anna Boss Hart. She came to live 
with me the day we were introduced. 

My mind was constantly on her as I 
went about my daily tasks. This was 
once a great woman’s home and I was 
a poor replacement for a great 
woman, no matter how hard I tried. 
This feeling of obligation was new to 
me. 

I had once lived in Flaubert’s sum- 
mer home in Normandy, but I 
scarcely thought of this great writer. 
I didn’t care much about trying to fill 
the void left in his home when he died, 
and he didn’t seem to care whether I 
tried or not. 

Flaubert’s influence didn’t reach 
me like Sister Anna Boss Hart’s. But, 
then again, -he -hadn’t- left seventy, 
three shelves to fill like Anna had. — 
Anna had something important to tell 
me. I know because I felt her gaze 
upon me everywhere I turned. 

She stood by me as I bathed my 


‘baby. She watched me dig in her 


flower beds. She knelt by my side as I 
scrubbed her floors on my hands and 


' knees, and I felt her critical eye upon 


me as I replaced the wallpaper in her 
bathroom. But mostly, she observed 
when I dusted all those shelves. 

At first, I wanted to ask her why 
she was so crazy to build so many 
shelves in such a small house. My 
questions soon took a different form 
as I felt her quiet influence. I began 
to ask about the treasures she may 
have kept on those shelves, though I 
knew full well that her treasures were 
books. 

Which books, though? Did she 
have a favorite spot where the sun 
shone in, where she would sit and 
read them? Did she have a favorite 
book? Were they organized alphabet- 
ically? Or in the order of love? Were 
there ever any books on those shelves 
she detested, but couldn’t bear to part 
with, just because they were books? 

My curiosity eventually focused 
upon my own small collection of 
books. I hadn’t read many of them. 
Though I had neglected them, they 
sat patiently waiting for my atten- 
tion. 

They seemed willing to wait a life- 
time for me. Luckily, they didn’t 
have to because something, maybe a 
quiet nudge from Anna, coaxed me to 
pick up one and not just dust it, but 
open it up and start reading. 

That day I rediscovered a childhood 
sweetheart of sorts. Memories of 
many hours spent lost in a world of 
books came flooding back to me. 

I had once escaped with my friends | 
— my books — to a hiding place |

where all of the painful loneliness of 
childhood could not reach me. It was 
as though Anna knew what a tragic 
loss it would be if I abandoned those 
long-lost friends forever. 

She reminded me through her 
sweet inspiration, of all the joys, love, 
passion, and laughter found in litera- 

ture. Reading 


became alive for « 


me again.

would estimate 

that my books have quadrupled in 

number, yet they still cannot fill the 
shelf capacity of Anna’s house. 

Anna Boss Hart taught at Brigham. 
Young High and Brigham Young 
University for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Little though she was (5’4” and 
135 pounds!), she pioneered many of 
the programs here today. She influ- 
enced the lives of many students by 
teaching them the joy of reading and 
writing. She added her one bit of 
light to the ‘Y’ through her commit- 
ted service to her students. But she 


. did something she couldn’t. have pre- 


dicted when she built those book- 
shelves in her house. She inspired 
one more young mind to blossom and 
grow even after she was gone. 

Iam studying English literature at 
BYU right now, so the books are 
pouring in almost on a daily basis. 
Anna comes. to visit from time to 
time, but not to see me. I get the 
feeling that she sees her work with 
me as completed. She launched me in 
a direction which has already brought 
much joy to my home. Now she 
comes to visit someone else here. 

You see, I have a two-year-old 
daughter who can barely reach the 
shelves in her own bedroom, where 
we keep her small collection of books. 
Sometimes I think Anna gives her a 
boost up while she strains to reach 
her books and whatever other 
heights she aspires to. My latest con- 


cern is, when we move away, will we ' 


find a house with shelves enough to 
hold all of our books?

Attending the Homecoming dance in 1930 cost 
only 75 cents a couple. In 1955, the Homecoming 
dances cost $1 per couple and dances were at Oak 
Hills Ward building, Knight Mangum Building and 
the George Albert Smith Fieldhouse. 

In 1987, the first Homecoming queen, Bonna 
Ashby (Brinton), was chosen. The tradition of a 
Homecoming queen no longer continues; two of 
BYU’s Homecoming Queens eventually became 
Miss Americas: Colleen Kay Hutchins in 1952, and 
Sharlene Wells in 1985. What do students remem- 
ber about recent events? 

“In 1988 I remember the Homecoming queens 
coming out onto the football field during halftime,” 
Greg Brandt, a 22-year-old chemical engineering 
major from Sandy, said. 

Joanna Adams, a human resource management 
alumna, does have memories of last year’s Home- 
coming dance.

Cougars hold 22-6-1 mark over UTEP

Wins in Provo for the University of 
Texas at El] Paso have been few and 
far between, with the last victory in 
Happy Valley coming in 1970. UTEP 
last defeated BY U in 1985. On Satur- 
day, UTEP takes another shot at end- 
ing this streak when it faces the Cou- 
gars at noon Saturday. 

The Miners have a 3-15 record 
against the Cougars, with BYU lead- 


# ing the overall series 22-6-1 after 
» opening the 1990 season with a 30-10 


win over UTEP in El Paso, Texas. 
“UTEP is better than they have 


~ been in a while,” BYU’s head coach 


LaVell Edwards said. “They have 
more speed and it should be the best 
team they’ve had in a few years.” 

UTEP comes into the contest with 
a 3-2-1 record and trying to rebound 
from a 28-18 loss to Colorado State 
University Saturday. And the week 
before, the Miners tied the Univer- 
sity of Wyoming 28-28. 

“We had set a goal before the sea- 
son to win the Colorado State game,” 
UTEP’s head coach David Lee said. 

But in both contests, penalties 
were costly. 

At Laramie, the Miners had an 80- 
yard touchdown pass called back be- 
cause of a holding penalty. Against 
CSU, ascoring run was called back in 
the second quarter because of another 
holding call. 

On the other side of the ball, BYU, 
who is coming off two impressive 
wins, returns to Western Athletic 
Conference action for the remainder 
of the season. 

In the last two contests, the Cou- 
gars’ defense has held its opponent 
scoreless for the first three quarters. 


And last week in the first half, the 
defense held Utah State University 
to just 62 yards of total offense. 

“Utah State was the best we have 
played all year long as far as a total 
team effort,” Edwards said. “It was 
definitely our best defensive game of 
the season. Our first unit defense 
dominated the game frem the start.” 

The key to BYU’s victory is taking 
away the running game of the Miners, 
which is. averaging 187 yards a con- 
test. 

“Hopefully we can take the run 
away from UTEP,” Edwards said. 

After the offense sputtered in its 
first three games, it has come to life 
the last two weeks, with the team 
averaging over 500 yards in both con- 
tests. : 

“T talked to Fisher (Deberry, Air 
Force Acadamy’s head coach) and he 
said he didn’t think anyone in the con- 
ference can beat them (BYU),” Lee 


said. 

Also, BYU quarterback Ty Detmer 
added his 47th NCAA record to his 
credits against Utah State. The Heis- 
man Trophy winner surpassed 30 ca- 
reer games of 200 yards passing to 
move ahead of Kevin Sweeney, Brian 
McClure and Doug Flutie. 

Saturday the offense will also be 
bolstered with the return of junior 
wide receiver Micah Matsuzaki. He 
has been sidelined the last two games 
because of hamstring problems. Also, 
freshman running back Jamal Willis 
will return to the lineup after leaving 
last week’s game with leg cramps. 

The game will be televised live by 
both KSL-TV (channel 5) and the 
Blue-White Sports Network. The 
game also can be heard on KSL Radio 
(1160 AM) with Paul James calling the 


play-by-play.

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First Y ‘Homecoming’ held 100 years ago 


Returning alumni established tradition; football not always part of celebrations

Homecoming — a week of special 
events and fun-filled activities that is 
brought to a grand finale by the 
Homecoming football game. 

Before Homecoming was estab- 
lished at BYU there was a Homecom- 
ing Day. And before Homecoming 
Day there was Founder’s Day, but 
surprisingly enough, football was not 
always a part of the festivities. 

According to the book “Brigham 
Young University - A School of Des- 
tiny,” the first Founder’s Day was 
Oct. 16, 1891, to help the school’s 
alumni become organized and actively 
supportive of the school. 

In 1892, white and blue were cho- 
sen as the school colors and Annie 
Pike Greenwood wrote the lyrics for 
the college song. 

A special Founder’s Day was se-

lected on Oct. 23, 1908, in order to 
celebrate the change of the school’s 
name from Brigham Young Academy 
to Brigham Young University by 
President Benjamin Cluff and his ad- 
ministration. 

According to the book “Brigham 
Young University - The First One 
Hundred Years,” football did not be- 
gin at the Academy until 1896. 

Football was then banned from 
1900 to 1919 because of the death of a 
football player in Salt Lake City in the 
late 1890s and because of the opposi- 
tion of Karl G. Maeser and certain 
LDS Church authorities. 

Football was brought back into the 
athletic curriculum at BYU in 1922 as 
the Cougars opened their first season 
with six games and a 1-5-0 record. 

The first Homecoming Day was cel- 
ebrated in the fall of 1980. Before that 
time, there had been frequent class 
reunions..in, the spring»but never a 


general Homecoming Day. 

On November 15, 1930, BYU 
played against the Montana State 
Bobcats and at halftime there were 
floats, costumed students, stunts and 
people depicting various periods from 
1895 to the year 2000 parading past 
the stands. 

BYU alumni were special guests at 
the festivities of the first Homecom- 
ing Day, which happened to fall on the 
same day as a football game. 

Melva Richey, BYU’s acting uni- 
versity archivist, said, “It (Home- 
coming) has become centered around 
football, but in the earlier years it 
wasn’t. It was a time to come home 
and see the campus and how things 
had changed. The only reason why 
football got involved is simply be- 
cause that was the sport which was 
played at that time of the year.” 

In the BYU football media guide, 
the first year a game is actually recog- 


nized (marked) as a Homecoming 
game is in 1948 when BYU beat Mon- 
tana 26-20. 

There was no BYU football team 
during the war years from 1948-1945. 

BYU’s Homecoming game record 
from 1948 to present stands at 28-15- 
0, with Saturday’s game against the 
Texas-E] Paso Miners waiting to add 
to the count. 

In the last 10 years, BYU won eight 
Homecoming games with only two 
losses to Nevada-Las Vegas, 41-45 in 
1981, and to Wyoming, 27-29, in 1987. 

The Miners have played in BYU’s 
Homecoming game five times in the 
past 25 years — beating the Cougars’ 
only once, in 1968 — with Saturday’s 
game bringing the game total to six. 

Depending on the outcome of the 
game Saturday, BYU’s Homecoming 
record against UTEP might rise to 
5-1. Ifhistory is any indicator, it prob- 
ably will.

SANTA CLARA, Calif. — Joe 
Montana, who has mastered the last- 
second comeback in a football game, 
plans the same kind of finish to his 
football career. 

Montana, 35, went into what has 
been called possibly career-ending 
surgery Wednesday night with the 
same attitude he takes into a two- 
minute drill trailing by six points. 

“He was very upbeat. ... His whole 
approach was, ‘If I’m going to do this, 
I’m going to get it done, and I’m going 
to get back as quickly and strongly as 
I can,” 49ers president Carmen Pol- 
icy said at anews conference Wednes- 
day. 

Montana, the three-time Super 
Bowl MVP- who has been sidelined 
since training camp by a torn tendon 
in his right elbow, underwent a 11/2- 
hour operation that is expected to 
give him the best chance at coming 
back next year at 100 percent. 

The procedure went “fine” and 
Montana was “fine” after the proce- 
dure, according to 49ers spokesper- 
son Jerry Walker. 

Forty-niners physician Dr. Michael 
Dillingham headed a team of three 
surgeons who performed the opera- 
tion at Stanford University Medical 
Center. Dr. Gary Fanton and Dr. 
Warren King also participated. 

Montana is expected to be released 
from the hospital by this afternoon.

The surgery, described as having 
an 80 percent rate of success, was 
similar to the operation that ended 
the career of former Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers quarterback Terry Bradshaw..He 
was 35 at the time, also. 

Montana, who has twice previously 
had surgery on his elbow, aggravated 
his injury Saturday during a practice 
session in which he was attempting 
80-to-35 yard passes. 

The workout was his fourth in less 
than a week, but it was the first time 
he tried to throw hard and for dis- 
tance. . 

Montana sustained the injury dur- 
ing training camp. 

After the 49ers recommended 
surgery over the weekend, Montana 
sought the opinions of two other el-

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Show to honor alumni, showcase performing groups

Performing groups and recipients 
of distinguished service awards will 
share the Marriott Center stage dur- 
ing the 1991 BY U Homecoming Spec- 
tacular. 

The Spectacular, a BYU Home- 
coming tradition, is scheduled for 
Oct. 11 and 12 at 7:30 in the Marriott 
Center. 

The 1991 Homecoming Spectacular 
will differ from past shows in that the 
BYU Alumni Awards will be pre- 
sented at the concert. These awards 
are usually given at a banquet spon- 
sored by the alumni association, said 
Ron Brough, co-producer of the Spec- 
tacular. 

The award recipients will share the 
stage with several of BY U’s perform- 
ing musical and dance groups, Brough 


said. 

Scheduled to perform at the Spec- 
tacular are Synthesis, BYU Jazz 
Legacy, BYU Vocal Jazz Ensemble, 
Panoramic Steel, the Dance Ensem- 
ble, the Young Ambassadors, BYU 
Dancers’ Company and Spectacular 
Dancers ‘91. 

Synthesis will perform for the audi- 
ence before the show starts, said Syn- 
thesis director Raymond Smith. 

Brough said the alumni awards will 
be presented during the concert. The 
performing groups will play before 
and after the awards presentation. 

The 1991 Spectacular is different 
from past years because it features 
many groups that often do not per- 
form together, said show producer 


Pat Debenham in a press release. 

“We’ve tried to make the evening 
seamless and non-presentational, in- 
tegrating the groups in a way not 
done in previous Spectaculars,” 
Debenham said. 

One way the groups have been inte- 
grated is that many of the numbers in 
the Spectacular will be performed 
jointly, and the finale features all 
eight groups on stage at the same 
time, Brough said. 

Synthesis will accompany the 
Dancers’ Company on one number 
and the Young Ambassadors on both 
of their numbers, Smith said. 

Before the Homecoming Spectacu- 
lar begins, Synthesis will perform 
numbers by Duke Ellington and May- 
nard Ferguson as well as a “classic 
swing tune” medley that features mu- 
sic by Glen Miller, Les Brown and 
Benny Goodman, Smith said. 

BYU Jazz Legacy will perform two 
pieces alone, said director Steve Call. 
The band specializes in Dixieland jazz 
and has been in existence at BYU for 
nine years. 

At Friday and Saturday’s concerts, 
the group will perform “South Ram- 
part Street Parade”and “The World is 
Waiting for the Sunrise.” The second 
piece will feature a solo by Legacy 
band alumnus Bill Lowrey on the 
banjo, Call said. 

Also scheduled is an integrated 
number by the BYU Vocal Jazz 
Ensemble, Panoramic Steel and BY U 
Dance Ensemble, Debenham said. 
Four Young Ambassadors will also be 
masters of ceremony for the event, 
said Janielle Christensen, associate 


producer for the Ambassadors. 

Distinguished service awards will 
be given out right after intermission, 
Brough said.
